Mn. THACHER ASSIGNS THE JUDGES, 


Experts in Manufactures Do Not Like His

NOT ENOUGH, MR. CLEVELAND. 

Tan Tanun prints elsewhere what the 
New York World calls an “authoritative 
statement of Mr. Cleveland’s silver policy. 
Itis: “Silver reform by the absolute and 
unqualified repeal of the Sherman law”— 
only that and nothing more.” 

If the World is correct Mr. Cleveland’s 
policy goes only half as far as it should, It 
aims at improving the sick stomach of the 
patient, but not restoring him to robust 
health. There are two things to be done by 
Congress and the President mentions only 
one of them. if the World reports him by 
authority. It is necessary not merely to stop 
the silver purchases under the Sherman act 
but also to replenish with gold the weakened 
and depleted redemption fund in the Treas- 
ury, so that the government may be able to 
keep at par with gold, against any run, the 
eight hundred millions of paper money it has 
afloat now, which it would have to redeem in 
50-cent silver dollars if the gold in the Treas- 
ury became exhausted. 

The stoppage of the silver purchases as pro- 
posed by Mr. Cleveland is important. When 
that is done some of the lost confidence will 
return. The feeling will be that the worst is 
temporarily over and that the first step has 
been taken towards an honest dollar and a 
stable currency and away from silver mono- 
metallism. But other steps will remain to be 
taken, though, if the World is correct, Mr. 
Cleveland overlooks the fact. - 

The United States has now in its treasury 
less than a hundred millions of gold, Yet it 
has afloat eight times that amount in silver 
notes, legal tenders,not reckoning the national 
bank notes, the holders of all of which expect 
that they will be redeemed in gold on demand 
and kept as good asgold. Without itional 
legislation it is extremely doubtful here is 
any legal way in which more gold can be se- 
cured. Petty driblets may be coaxed out of 
the banks in exchange for small notes, but 
they go out about as fast as they comein. It 
is questionable whether the government can 
sell“ coin bonds of any kind for gold to 
replenish the treasury. It is certain that it 
has no authority to sell gold bonds, the only 
kind there wuld be any use in disposing of. 
Gold is not coming in from customs duties, 
internal revenue, or postage, and it will not 
under the present state of things. 

There can be no substantial replenishment 
of the stock of gold for redeeming the United 
States notes and keeping them at par without 
further legislation. According to the World 
President Cleveland will propose none. That 
will not do, Nor is there any excuse for this 
halfway, halting policy. If he can induce 
Congress to repeal the Sherman law lie can 
induce it to take all further steps which may 
be necessary to preserve the credit of the gov- 
ernment and maintain the currency at par 
with gold. It must be that the Worldis in 
error. It should consult its authoritative 
informant ” once more and see if he did not 
omit a recommendation for replenishing the 
stock of redemption gold in the treasury. 
Surely the President knows that it is not 
enough for the country to pull one foot out of 
the financial quicksands, It must extricate 
both, and get on dry, firm land.

COLORADO RICH IN GOLD. 

A correspondent of the Chicago Keonomist, 
vouched for by that paper as one thoroughly 
familiar with the subject from practical ac- 
quaintance, writes that the reports from Ari- 
zona and Colorado are the merest trifles com- 
pared to the normal condition in the well- 
known gold fields there. Nature has enough 
gold in store in those fields alone to furnish 
a sufficient quantity of that metal to create 
the necessary confidence when used as basis 
for the credit of the world, The Counties of 
Clear Creek, Gilpin, and Boulder, within 75 
miles of Denver, are fixtures as gold-produ- 
cing districts. Gilpin County had a record of 
more than $25,000,000 up te 1876 and now 
claims a daily output of more than $5,000 of 
gold. Though its area is less than 1,000 
square miles it has ten or fifteen gold mines 
from 1,000 to 2,000 feet deep, while the San 


Juan country with 15,000 square miles of 


territory has no gold mine 500 feet deep. 
Yet the San Juan country, with its five coun- 


ties and three adjacent ones, forms one of the 


richest and most fascinating gold fields in the 
United States, which awaits only the force of 


capital intelligently directed, patience, and 


energy. This gold belt is easily traced from 
the Dolores River at the foot of the La Plata 
Mountains northeastwardly, with Dolores for 
the southwestern central post, then Rico, the 
San Miguel country, Animas ° Forks, and 
finally Lake City as the terminal center post. 
The belt is about seventy-five miles long and 
two miles wide. Gold in large quantities has 
deen found on the surface and a few feet be- 
low it. 

Tens of thousands of.dollars’ worth of gold 


has been plucked from the grass roots in this 
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and other points have suffered by the igno- 
rance, stupidity, dishonesty, and idleness of 
the men sent from the East to manage the 
gold and silver mines. The writer cites sev- 
eral instances of this mismanagement, and suys 
if the story be repeated from one end of San 
Juan’s gold belt to the other it will tell the

it needs more capital and better methods— 
more brains—more consolidation, and the 
profit will follow. Here then is work for the 
silver mine owners and their employés who 
claim to be afraid they will have nothing to 
do unless the Government of the United 
States undertakes to buck against all the rest 
of the world in their interest. Let them take 
hold of gold, which people want, and cease to 
dig out silver till the consumptive demand 
for that metal has caught up with the supply. 
They will find there's room enough for all.“ 


ATTENDANCE AT THE FAIR. 

The Cleveland Leader in a well considered 
article argues that the World’s Fair is soon to 
have a boom which will surprise the Chicago 
people who are disappointed because their 
expectations of an immense attehdance at the 
hottest part of the year are not being realized. 

The expectations of which the Leader 
speaks, however, have not existed. It never 
has been assumed by those best qualified to 
jadge that the attendance atthe Fair during 
July and August would be unusually large, 
for although Chicago is cooler than any 
other city in the country during those two 
months still people elsewhere do not suffi- 
ciently appreciate that fact, and are apt to 
argue that if it be hot in New York, Boston, 
or Philadelpbia it also must be hot in Chi- 
cago, and hence they decide to make their 
trip later. Again, large numbers of people 
spend these months in the mountains, by the 
seaside, or at country resorts and will defer 
coming until their annual summer outing is 
concluded, The Leader, however, undoubt- 
ediy is correct when it says that “the talk 
here and elsewhere is now, as it has been all 
along, mainly of September and October as 
the time to visit the Exposition.“ It also calls 
attention to the significant fact that returning 
visitors are widening and deepening popular 
interest in the greatest of great exhibitions. 
A large number of visitors have gone away 
with the determination. to come again in the 
fall, and every one of these visitors has been 
doing missionary work for the Fair. They 
have expatiated on its wonders, corrected 
false and exaggerated impressions which 
have gained publicity, ana spread the story of 
its beauty far and wide. The Leader there- 
fore is not far out of the way when it says: 
The fall rush to the Columbian Exposition 
is going to break all records. For seven or 
eight weeks the attendance has been three 
times as great, on the average, as it was in 
1876 at the Centennial. This proportion 
will hold to the end and the October crowds 
probably will be from 250,000 to 800,000 
a day. 0 

The only obstacle which will stand in the 
way of the Leader’s glowing prediction de- 
pends upon the action which the railroads 
may take. The attendance in September and 
October will be large, But if the railroads per- 
sist in their present obstinate, unreasonable, 
and suicidal attitude toward the Fair and will 
not make rates of transportation which peo- 
ple can afford to pay it will be useless to ex- 
pect such a crowd as the Leader predicts. It 
is hard times and there are few reasons for 
supposing they will be much easier in Sep- 
tember and October. People cannot afford 
to pay high rates, anxious as they may be 
to come here, nor are they willing to be trans- 
ported like cattle. If they are treated reason- 
ably by the railroads they will come in im 
mense numbers. Large numbers will come 
anyway in those months, so that those who 
can come earlier would do well not to put off 
their journey until the last few weeks of the 
season. It should be a special hint to those 
in Chicago and its immediate vicinity to im- 
prove the coming five weeks and not wait un- 
til the presence of a latge crowd will make it 
impossible for them to see the exhibits leis- 
urely and comfortably, 


REDRESSING GRIEVANCES BY MOB FORCE 

The Trade and Labor Assembly of this city 
recently adopted some resolutions wherein 
they set forth for the instruction of the work- 
ingmen of this city the principle that if they 
felt themselves aggrieved in any way “ they 
memselves must be the judges of the extent 
of such grievances and of the means neces- 
sary for the abolition of the same.“ This 
doctrine, which shoves law on one side and 
substitutes for it the decrees of irresponsible 
walking delegates of ‘* unions,” is stated in 
much plainer language in the remarks of the 
President of the Union Mine Workers’ West- 
ern Association. He made a speech last Sat- 
urday to some striking Kansas miners who 
had two days before tried to drive some non- 
union men from their work. He said: 

Keep up the good work. March to the pita and 
talk to the men. If they won't come out to aid 
you in this strike persuade them. [Cheers.] Re- 
member, I do not urge violence. [Laughter.] 
Let the women go first, but let the men follow to 
see that their wives and mothers and sisters are 
not insulted by the scabs and blacklegs. Don't 
be afraid to go to the mines. The only charge 
upon which you can be arrested is that of tres- 
pass, and that does not amount to anything. The 
only way to win this strike is to win it—and you 
know what that means. If we catch scabs out 
after dark and give them a good thrashing what 
can be done? They can't call out the troops for 
that, can they? [Cheers.] 

It is easy to see from this what is meant by 
allowing men w @ grievance to be the 
judges of the means necessary for the aboli- 
tion of the same.” These striking miners 
have two grievances, ‘One of them is that 
their employers will not pay them the wages 
they demand—the miners Claiming that they 
are the sole judges as to what ought and must 
be paid. The other “grievance” is that the 
“union” men, having tefused to work except 
on their own terma, the mine-owners shall not 
employ other men to work for them who are 
satisfi ed to take the es the employers are 
willing to pay. The union men think that 
they have a right to establish a wage scale 
not merely for themselves but for the employ- 
ers, and prevent by force other men from 
taking the vacated pogitior

nition of the rights of Annam and Cambodia, 
both under the protection of France, on the 
left or east bank of the Mekong River.

French ultimatum demands jurisdiction over 
both banks of the Mekong River, an indem- 
nity Of 3,000,000 francs for the murder of 
Grosgurin, and the right, as a guaranty of 
good faith, to oceupy the mouth of the Menam 
River, which otherwise is forbidden by treaty. 
If this ultimatum were not accepted within a 
given time Bangkok was to be laid under 
siege. The time has expired and Siam’s re- 
ply to the ultimatum is not satisfactory to the 
French Government, The limitation of the 
frontier as proposed by Siam does not agree 
with that proposed by France. The former 
fixes the eighteenth parallel of latitude as the 
northern boundary of Cambodia; the latter 
fixes it on the twenty-third parallel. In other 
words, Siam is ready to coneede only about 
one-half the French demand. As to the 
money indemnity the Siamese Government 
thinks 3,000,000 franes too much and offers 
2,000,000. This, accompanied by an ex- 
pression of regret on the part of Siam, is the 
substance of its answer, but it is neither 
regrets nor money that France specially cares 
for so much as it is the extension of French 
territory. The tax collections in the new dis- 
trict are worth a good deal more than the pro- 
posed indemnity. 

In the settlement of this difficulty France 
must reckon with England rather than with 
Siam. England’s interests in Siam are so 
considerable that she cannot permit France 
to dominate that country or to wreck it. Siam 
adjoins British territory in India, is within 
easy sailof British ports, and 80 per cent of 
its trade is in British hands. Siam is in debt, 
and its creditors are mostly British. The 
Siamese Princes have been as frequent bor- 
rowers in the London market as the Irish 
landlords used to be, and a recent writer 
says: There are thousands of pounds (ster- 
ling) in London unpaid at this moment, as 
several Bond street tradesmen could testify.” 
That England will protect its interests and 
those of its merchants and moneyed men 
there is no doubt, Lord Rosebery is as 
eager on this score as Lord Salisbury or Lord 
Beaconsfield ever was, but Lord Rosebery 
is diplomatic and tous, and not disposed 
to provoke a quarr Negotiation and not 
war may result in protecting British claims, 
therefore, and the Siamese war cloud may 
pass away.

THE AUTOMATIC RATIO OF GOLD AND 
SILVER. 


The alleged object of the alleged bimetallic 
meeting of silver monometallists the first of 
August in this city is to take steps to prevent 
the repeal. of the Sherman law unlessa “ sat- 
isfactory substitute is adopted,” says their 
spokesman, Gen. Warner. Measures will 
also be adopted, he says, “to bring in- 
fluence to bear upon Congress to pre- 
vent the consummation of what the gold 
men, acting under the instigation of foreign 
influence, are attempting to carry out. Mr. 
Warner is as loose in the use of language 
here as elsewhere. Those whom he calls 
“gold men” are mainly bimetallists. The 
foreign influence he speaks of is the in- 
stinct of self-preservation which is impelling 
American citizens by the million to preserve 
their property from partial confiscation and 
their business from total ruin. 

Mr. Warner says further that he and his as- 
sociates believe * the United States can alone 
maintain the parity of gold and silver at the 
present ratio,“ being the highly artificial one 
of 16 to 1, while the commercial ratio is 20 
to 1. He and they know better. They know 
that the United States could not maintain the 
artificial ratio of 15 to 1 between 1792 and 
1834 nor the 1 to 16 ratio between 18384 and 
1878, while the real ratio was 165 to 1 in 
Europe during those periods. He knows 
that for seventy years a slight difference of 3 
per cent between the Congressional and the 
commercial ratios kept gold out of circula- 
tion about half the time and silver for the re- 
mainder. He knows gold could not be kept 
in circulation when undervalued by three 
cents. Certainly it would not remain in cir- 
culation if undervalued by 45 cents on the 
dollar. 

Then Mr. Warner adds that if the govern- 
ment cannot maintain a ratio of 16 to 1, 
which it cannot with the aid of a million bay- 
onets, we would then agree to a change of 
ratio.“ This is more sensible than Gov, 
Waite’s war method, providing the change is 
made to the only ratio which can be main- 
tained—the commercial one. Then he adds, 

the settlement will be to restore silver coin- 
age to automatic regulation.” He is so ig- 
norant of the significance of words or so reck- 
less in their use that it is impossible to tell 
. whether he means what he says when he as- 
serts he will accept an “automatic regula- 
tion.” It he is in earnest then he may call 
himself a bimetallist. 

“Automatic” is “acting as an autom- 
aton; having the power of self motion; 
self acting, as automatic machinery.” 
“Automatic regulation” as applied to a 
gold and silver currency would be for 
the government not to fiz an arbitrary 
ratio but to allow the two metals to circulate 
on their merits, their relation to one another 
being determined by their commercial value. 
If twenty-nine ounces of silver are worth in 
the open market an ounee of gold, but the 
government steps in and says that only six- 
teen ounces of silver are worth one of gold, 
that is not automatic, and the gol i will disap- 
pear quickly. If the government takes its 
hands off and merely says that both gold and 
silver shall bea legal tender for their com- 
mercial value, then both will circulate side by 
side, and the man who has twenty-niné ounces 
of silver can buy with them just what he can 
with one ounce of gold. They would be en- 
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never would be rated higher than its actual 
gold value. It never would have any artificial 
or fictitions value. It would pass as money 
for just what it was worth. 

And it might be that when foreign countries 
‘saw how the United States had solved the 
problem and had made the egg stand on end,

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CONDITION OF THE CHICAGO NATIONAL 
BANKS. 


The reports of the condition of Chicago na- 
tional banks at the close of business July 12 
show that the popular idea of stringency in 
the money market of the last few weeks was 
not an exaggerated one. The banks were 
“strong enough.” Some people might be in- 
clined to say the figures indicate they were 
needlessly strong, as abundance of cash 
reserves at such a time means an extra close- 
ness of the market to would-be borrowers. 
None of those in the central reserve district 
were more than 1 per cent below the legal 
limit of 25, while the more prominent ones 
ran from 30 per cent upwards, one reporting 
a reserve of 66.3 per cent. 

The deposits column in the table bears wit- 
ness to the terrible shrinkage of available 
cash and credits during the pressure for money 
which has left behind it a long line of finan- 
cial wrecks. Omitting tne’ Chemical and 
Columbia, which closed during the excite- 
ment, the deposits of May 4 aggregated 
$127,334,637, and those of two months later 
were 18 per cent less. The $105,504,353 of 
deposits two weeks ago were 27 per cent less 
than those of a year earlier, and smaller 
than that of any time since Dec. 19, 1890,when 
the country was suffering intensely from the 
effects of the Baring failure. The decrease in 
deposits from a year ago is closely paralleled 
in the statistics of bank clearings as published 
weekly in Taz Tao. 

The deposits of all the banks belonging to 
the New York clearing-house decreased about 
25 per cent in the twelve months. These, 
clude State as well as national banks, while 
the comparison for Chicago does not include 
State banks, the figures for the latter not 
being available. Probably if these could be 
counted in the percentage of decrease would 
be found to be about the same for the two 
cities, as most of the decrease in each case 
was due to a withdrawal of country deposits, 
and the State banks do comparatively little 
country business. It would be difficult to 
say which of the two cities has been more 
liberal in dealing with customers and corre- 
spondents, but there is reason to believe that 
legitimate business-men have not been dis- 
criminated against in Chicago, while some 
strictly commercial firms as well as the specu- 
lators have found it hard to obtain the cash 
and credit they wanted. And it may be ob- 
served that the Chicago banks did not resort 
to the issue of clearing-house certificates, 
though they have coòperated in such manner 
as toreduce to aminimum the danger of 
undue weakening to any one of their number. 

Except the relatively small amount of gold 
that has gone to Europe there is just as much 
money in the country now as there was a year 
ago. What, then, must be assigned as the 
cause of the tremendous reduction in the vol-

But, whatever 
the reason was, he chose to let the ship of 
state drift towards a lee shore; distrust 
spread and confidence weakened, and the 
public rushed on their banks and broke 
scores of them in a mad scramble to with- 
draw their deposits before the government, 
failing to redeem the 2urrency in gold, would 
have to redeem it in 60 cent silver dollars, 
and they would lose nearly half their deposits 
by the tumble down to that debased standard.

Plainly it can- 
not be other than an extengive withdrawal of 
funds by people who feared for the integrity 
of bank deposits. The gold has disappeared 
almost as completely as if there were not a 
single eagle in the country. That has been 
locked up in strong boxes of the safety de- 
posit companies or hoarded at home, not so 
much under fear that the banks would break 
as because of a nervous apprehension that if 
the money were left in their keeping a few 
months longer the depositor would be paid in 
dollars worth little more than half the gold 
dollar. The full force and effect of this fact 
cannot be understood unless we remember 
that the runs on the banks which have caused 
so many of those institutions to close their 
doors did not begin till after this retirement 
of the gold had been completed, with the re- 
sult that the money remaining in circulation 
was in a state of stringency for the reason 
that it was left to a part to do the work of all. 

It has been “ hard to get money” for the 
simple reason that only silver money and 
paper issued against it were in circulation in | 
the hands of the people. If Congress takes 
the silver bull by the horns next month, thus 
proving that there need be no fear as to the 
integrity of our currency, all the gold now 
locked up will come into citculation and 
money will be plenty, as it was on the re- 
sumption of specie payments at the beginning 
of 1879.

CUTTING DOWN SILVER PURCHASES. 


New Construction Placed by the Treasury 
on the Sherman Law. 
Wasnuineron, D. C., July 24.—Acting Mint 
Director Preston this afternoon, in response 
to his counter offer, purchased 50,000 ounces 
of silver at 69.60 cents per ounce. There 
is no prospect of purchasing the full quota of 
4,500,000 ounces of silver per month. Mr. 
Preston states that the department, if it fails 
to purchase the full quota this month, will 
not make up the deficiency next month; that 
is, if only 2,500,000 ounces of silver are pur- 
chased month, the department will not 
purchase the 2,000,000 ounces short this 
month and the 4,500,000 ounces next month, 
the usual monthly purchase. Each month’s 
rchase will stand by itself, and thus it may 
ppen that at the end of the fiscal = the 
aggregate instead of being 54,000, 
000 ounces may be only half that amount, 
This is the construction placed upon the 
Sherman law as to the requirements of silver 
purchased by Secretary Carlisle. As a con- 
uence of short purchases the amount of 
ne or Sherman notes issued against the 
silver bullion under. the law will, 
of course, be correspondingly less. 


THEY REFUSE TO TAKE SILVER. 


Too Much of the White Metal Already in 
the Subtreasury. 

A notice was posted yesterday in the United 
States Subtreasury to the effect that silver 
would not be received. During the day many 
employés of banks brought in sacks of the 


_| white metal to get currency in exchange, but 


tney had to shoulder their loads and go again 
as they came. There is more silver lying 
around uncounted behind the rails of the Sub- 
treasury than the force can handle. On 
every shelf and in piles on the floor canvas 
— filled with dollars and other coins are 

tacked up until there is hardly room to get 
about. We are unable to le the big 
amount of silver we have on hand, said one 
of the officials, and until it can be all count- 
ed and checked up we will not receive any 
more over the counter.” 


Views of an Englishman. 

New York, July 24.—A letter has been received 
from Richard Lacy Everett, M. P., to the effect 
that many friends of free coinage of both metals 
in England. both to be full legal tender, are 
strong against the action of the govern- 
ment as to. India, because it has taken 
a step of worldwide importance with- 
out consulting Parliament, though Parlia- 
ment was sitting at the time, and , because it did 
allitcould to frustrate comi to an interna- 
tional ment as to silver and gold at Brus- 
sels, while it now seeks to carry out a bastard bi- 
metallism between India and England by their 
joint action alone. The new policy tends to re- 
strict the supply of money ins of leaving it 
free and automatic. We look anxiously now to 
see what the United States will do. We earnest- 
ly hope that free coinage at the same ratio will 
be America’s answer.“

WILL SEND NO ARMS TO THE MINERS. 


Gov. Lewelling Cautions Them to Remain 
Quiet—Result of Negro Importatiun. 
Torka, Kas., July 24.—[Special,]—Tele- 
grams have been passing backward and for- 
ward today between Gov. Lewelling and per- 
sons in the strike district in Southeastern 
Kansas. The reports from Weir City were re- 


garded as of sufficient importance to be the 
subject of a secret meeting of the State 


officers and other advisers of the Governor in 
his private office this morning. The meeting 
lasted until nearly noon. President Walters 
of the Miners’ Union asked for guns from the 
State arsenal with which to arm the miners, 
on the ground that the men need them for 
self-protection. Sheriff C. D. Arnold of 
Cherokee County telegraphed the Governor 
this morning from Weir City also asking for 
arms and ammunition. To this the Governor 
replied as follows: | 

Topexa, Kas., July 24.--Sheriff C. E. Arnold, 
Weir City: Under np circumstances can the 
State authorities permit violence. Strikers must 
not trespass or assault United States Députy 
Marshals or destroy property. Read this to 
them. E LEWELLING. 

The Governor has had a secret agent in the 
strike district for more than a week who 
keeps him informed of all changes that are 
taking place. He wasinclined to discredit 
newspaper reports ol the incendiary speech 
of President Walters; but he received full 
confirmation of it today. He will, if he has 
not already done so, caution President Wal- 
ters to be more conservative. Under no cir- 
cumstances will the Governor send any of the 
State’s arms to the scene of the trouble. The 
situation has become 60 grave that Gov- 
ernor has grown exceedingly conservative and 
is now anxious that the strike should be set- 
tled on almost any terms. 

It is reported that the Governor has sent for 
Lieut.-Gov. Daniels, who is at Weir City, and 
it is generally believed that the result of the 
interview with Daniels will be the ordering 
= — the State militia to the scene of the 
Strike.

Secretary Close said that a number of let- 
ters received this morning from Cherokee 
County indicated trouble was near at hand. 
As far as known all is quiet today at Weir

Silver as an Obstacle.

. Cleveland is annoyed and exasperated 
at the unexpected interference with his tariff- 
reform plans, but he is not discouraged. He 
proposes to meet the silver question in the 
same. open, straightforward manner that has 
characterized his dling of tariff matters. 

President Cleveland's advice to the coming 
special seasion of Congress will be for the re- 
peal at once of the Sherman silver law. 

He believes that any complication of this 
issue with amendments, substitutes, or simi- 
lar propositions will be detrimental to the 
purposes of the repealing act, which are not 
so much for the 4 2a of working any in- 
stant change in nancial system of the 
country as for the restoration of business con- 
fidence throughout the land. 


Believes His Policy Will Prevail. 


Prom the information at his command Mr. 
Cleveland has no doubt that his policy will be 
adopted by the House of Representatives 
after reasonable discussion and consideration. 
It is in the Senate that the troubie wiil come. 
That body is a peculiar one. Its members 
are largely committed by past votes to a free 
silver policy. It is a question whether many 
of them are broad enough in mind to be able 
to change an opinion which has proved to be 
a wrong one or when the circumstances un- 
der which the Opinion was formed have 
cha As a rule, they have given surpris- 
ingly little consideration to the silver ques- 
tion. When it has been urged upon them by 
friends of the administration they have 
shrunk into their shelis and complained that 
an attempt was being made to coerce their 


opinions. 

These Senators have consulted with the 
President and his advisers a dozen times upon 
patronage for every once they ha¥e consulted 
upon the financial question. It is this class in 
the Senate that is expected to attempt to pre- 
vent the e of a simple repeal! bill. Such 
Senators will, it is feared, seek to complicate 
and befog the issue with silver propositions of 
their own. Not only will this be an intrinsic 
damage to the reform itself, but it will give to 
the Republicans an excuse which are 
longing to hinder the e of the repeal or 
to defeat it entirely. y dare not defy their 
constituencies by voti against simple re- 
peal, but the repeal with a proviso they will 
claim is a different thing entirely. 

Plans to Move Them. 


Against ‘these opinionated and obstinate 
Senators there is one effective weapon, to 
buiida fire behind thein—to heat from that 
direction they are peculiarly susceptible. The 
disfavor of a few influential constituents is 
more powerful with them than all the argu- 
ments of commonsense and political econ- 
omy. 

To what extent the recent rapid develop- 
ment of E sentiment upon the silver ques- 
tion has kindled the flames in the rear of these 
sedate and conservative gentlemen is unknown 
to the administration and can only be deter- 
mined bya test vote. re are encour- 
aging indications that in several cases at least 
the heat is ont le and that some Sen- 
ators whose votes have indicated a belief that 
coining thousands of tons of silverat the 
mints would put heaps of dollars into the 
pockets of the people are inning to experi- 
ence a change of Ww. resolutions of 
conventions of bankers, boards of trade, 
chambers of commerce, and similar bodies in 
their own States furnish unmistakable indi- 
cations of the trend of business opinion 
toward a sourider currency and are not likely 
to be ignored by men whose reélection de- 

nds more largely upon the favor of the 
—— financial classes than upon the 
popu ar vote, 

Stlver B® Beyond Party Lines. 


Mr. Cleveland and his advisers believe that 
the silver question has got beyond party lines 
and personal hobbies. They believe that in 
the minds of a vast majority of the people the 
55-cent dollar free silver movement stands 
revealed in all its naked greed and selfish- 
ness.

In the South the 
farmers merchants see Northern factors 
buying Southern cotton with cheap silver and 
sending it abroad for dear gold. Northern 
merchants are already making gold payments 
a condition of the contract in the sale of goods 
South and West. How many Southern mer- 
chants can get gold at less than a premium if 
fulfillment of that condition of the contract is 
insisted upon? It is absurd to sup that 
Southern public sentiment will justify South- 
ern Senators in voting to inject still more sil- 
ver into the national currency, increasing rel- 
atively the difficulty of securing gold. Thete 
is left only one section of the country—the far 
West States—great in possibilities of every 
form of industrial and commercial develop- 
ment, but dominated in politics and business 

the silver miners, who want the rest of the 
community togive them $1 for every 60 
cents’ worth ot metal they take out of the 
earth. The President and his advisers be- 
lieve that itis time to end this conspiracy 
which has enhanced the value of one product 
at the expense of every other product in the
